CULTURAL NOTES FOR THE ROSE. 


-SOIL-—Take good, rich soil, mellow and fertile, made 
from old decomposed sods is best, clearing out allinsect 
germs and worms. 


FERTILIZERS—Fiine. well decomposed stable manure is 
the best for all purposes. If this.cannot be obtained. 
ground bone or other commercial fertilizers may be used 
taking care to use Sparingly as most of them are very 
strong. We find Bowker’s Ammoniated Food for Flowers 
the best, 


- WATERING—If the ground is dry when planted water 
thoroughly so as to soak the earth down to the roots of 
the plants. After this very little water is required unless 
the weather is dry. Plants will not thrive if kept too wet. 


PLANTING Mellow the ground thoroughly and mix a 
little well rotted manurein. Make holes in the soil about 
12inches apart, set plants a little deeper than formerly, 
arrange roots in their natural positions, cover with fine 
earth, pressing it down firmly upon them andin around 
the stems, then water freely. 


CULTIVATION The soil around the plants should be 
kept loose and free from weeds and grass to insure their 
vigorous growth. During protracted drouths, and if the 
soil becomes dry, water freely in early morning or 
evening, 

PRUNING—No rule can be regularly applied, plants dif- 
fer so with respect to constitution and habits of growth. 
Many are neat and compact requiring little or no atten- 


tion; others are vigorous and straggling. Pruning should | 
be regulated to the habits of the different varieties. Us- 
ually about one-third or one-half of last season’s growth 
is cut out, trim so as to give plant a well balanced,shapely 
appearance. cutting out all dead and diseased wood. This 
should be done in early spring before the buds start. Re- 
move the flowers before the petals begin to droop. 


INSECTS -For green fly use tobacco smoke or water, or 
dust it onin a powdered form, for slugs and worms, use 
slug shot. . 


HOUSE CULTURE—Roses should be grown in three or 


‘four inch pots, placedin a warm light situation near a 


window, where plantscan get as much sunas possible. 
Temperature ranging from 50 degrees at night to 75 de- 
grees during the day should be maintained as nearly as 
possible ; this is not difficult. 


WINTER PROTECTION—Do not cover the plants until 
Winter has fairly setin. This may be done with leaves, 
straw or light manures, placing a few boughs or pieces of 
boards upon the litter to keep it from being blown away. 
When standing alone Roses may be protected by driving 
a stake in the ground and tieing long straw neatly and 
securely around the bush to the stake, or by driving a 
short stake in the ground and tieing the bush together 
and then bend down within three or four inches of the 
ground, tieing bush securely to the stake, then cover with 
coarse litter. Remove as soon as the buds start in the 
Spring.

The Chrysanthemum is a gross feeder. If well fed, 
the fowers will be larger and better colored. 


DISBUDDING AND STOPPING—When your plant is six 
inches high cut backto a heightof four inches; allow 
four shoots to grow from this main trunk; when 
these four shoots are four inches pinch out the termi- 
nal bud, and save three or four of the branches that 
will spring from each of these limbs. Allow these 
last branches to attaina height of nine inches. then 
stop back for the last time, which should be done not 
later than August 15th. Allow one bud (flower) toa 
stem, and that a terminal bad. 


WATER- Copiously, never allow them to suffer for it. 


WHEN TO LIFT—In localities subject to heavy frosts in 
October and, November, plants should be lifted into 
large pots or boxes from September ist to 15th; after 
lifting drench thoroughly, and never allow them to 
suffer for water; give manure water.if possible, once 
a week. If protected from frost by Sheeting they 
need not be brought into the house till well into Octo- 
ber: and when brought in place in a room without 
fire, and give pienty of air when not frosty. In cold 
climate winter in the cellar. 


CHRYSANTHEMUMS GROWN IN POTS—Throughout the 
season must be carefully watched and shifted into 
larger sizes as they are needed ; otherwise their cul- 
ture is the same as for bedded plants.
